Local  Historian 

He  was  born  June  27,  1918  and  grew  up  in  Dover  before  moving  to 
Rollinsford  in  1951.  "When  I  was  a  kid,  Rollinsford  was  way  out  in  the 
country...." 

He  joined  the  Navy  in  1942  and  taught  optics  at  the  Boston  Naval 
Shipyard  before  being  assigned  to  the  repair  ship  SAMAR  outside  of 
Shanghai,  China.  He  married  Madaleine  Gushing  Morgan  in  1946  and  they 
have  three  children.  Jay,  Jan  and  Jon,  and  six  grandchildren. 

After  an  Honorable  Discharge  from  the  Navy,  he  worked  for  his  father 
until  he  formed  Whitehouse  Opticians,  Inc.  in  1967.  He  is  now  Chairman 
of  the  Board  after  retiring  in  1983. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order  in  Rollinsford  and  has  been  the 
Health  Officer  for  the  Town  of  Rollinsford,  as  well  as  Treasurer  for  the 
Beccaris  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund.  He  has  been  President  of  the  Nor- 
tham  Colonists  of  Dover  and  is  currently  President  of  the  Olde  Berwick 
Historical  Society.  He  is  a  Trustee  of  both  the  Woodman  Institute  and  the 
Wentworth  Home  in  Dover  and  serves  as  a  corporator  of  the  Seacoast 
Savings  Bank. 

Robert  gives  numerous  lectures  to  area  organizations  on  various 
historical  topics  concerning  the  Rollinsford,  Somersworth  and  Dover  areas. 
He  also  has  been  guest  lecturer  in  both  Rollinsford  and  Dover  schools  on 
N.H.  History.  He  is  currently  writing  a  book  about  shipping  on  the 
Cocheco  River  and  the  Dover  Landing. 

In  1976,  he  designed  and  built  the  only  covered  bridge  in  Rollinsford  and 
now  in  Strafford  County.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

During  1985,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  received  75  building  permit  applications.  Eight  were 
denied,  and  67  were  approved.  Thirteen  building  permits  were  issued  to  construct  19  residen- 
tial units  (11  single  houses,  4  condominium,  and  4  additional  apartments  in  an  existing 
duplex).  Two  demolition  permits  and  7  swimming  pool  permits  were  also  issued.  The  remain- 
ing permits  were  for  storage  sheds,  decks,  windows  and  minor  repairs.  The  reported  value  of 
the  building  permits  amounted  to  $1,037,128.  The  19  housing  units  accounted  for  76%  of  this 
value.  We  expect  the  number  of  new  housing  permits  to  be  twice  as  large  in  1986  and  the  value 
of  those  permits  should  exceed  $2,000,000.  If  anyone  doubts  that  Rollinsford  is  growing  fast, 
please  read  this  report  carefully. 

We  remind  town  residents  that  a  building  permit  is  required  before  any  building  changes  are 
made.  Our  reply  to  "but  what  does  the  town  consider  a  building  change?"  Anything,  except 
paper  and  paint. 

Phase  5  of  our  road  renewal  program  in  1985  included  resurfacing  of  the  following  road  sec- 
tions: Mechanic  Street,  Spruce  Street,  Pine  Street,  another  section  of  Sligo  Road,  Foundry 
Street,  Baer  Road  and  Highland  Ave.  In  1986,  proposed  road  improvements  for  Phase  6  in- 
clude: another  2,000  ft.  section  of  Sligo  Rd.,  (from  Pinch  Hill  Road  to  the  small  brook  just 
before  the  Morris  Farm),  Beccaris  Dr.,  Partridge  Lane,  Watson  Lane  (from  Rollins  Road  to  the 
B  &  M  Railroad). 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  major  heat  loss  at  the  Town  Shed,  a  replacement  and  restoration  of  the 
shed  doors  have  been  proposed  in  the  1986  budget.  The  12  ft.  wide  doors  on  the  north  side  of 
the  shed  will  be  replaced  by  one  16  ft.  wide  insulated  door  on  the  west  side  of  the  shed.  The 
former  door  openings  will  be  boarded  up  and  insulated.  An  air  duct  will  also  be  installed  to 
provide  for  better  heat  distribution  in  the  building. 

A  new  500  gallon  gas  tank  and  pump  was  purchased  for  the  Highway  Department  in  1985, 
using  funds  held  in  liabilities  from  an  appropriation  made  several  years  ago.  This  year  we  are 
asking  for  $1,150  to  purchase  a  1,000  gallon  tank  and  pump  for  the  Police  Department  to  be 
located  at  the  Town  Shed.  In  an  effort  to  provide  security  for  town  fuel  tanks  located  at  the 
Town  Shed  and  the  need  to  protect  the  town  from  possible  liability  suits  for  injuries  sustained 
by  youths  or  others  who  may  drive  dirt  bikes  and  other  vehicles  on  the  lot  without  permission, 
authopization  is  requested  to  enclose  the  Town  Shed  lot  with  an  8  ft.  chainlink  fence. 

The  cost  of  solid  waste  disposal  continues  to  increase  rapidly  due  to  grov^ah  of  population 
and  higher  tipping  fees  at  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative.  The  volume  of 
Rollinsford's  waste  delivered  to  the  Lamprey  Coop  in  Durham  increased  9%  in  1985.  The  tip- 
ping fee  for  1986  increased  from  $17  per  ton  to  $24  per  ton.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
negotiated  a  new  three  year  waste  collection  contract  with  Lakes  Region  Disposal  Co.  The  con- 
tract calls  for  a  7%  increase  in  1986  and  an  8%  increase  the  following  year.  If  the  growth  of 
housing  units  exceeds  10%  in  a  year,  the  base  collection  costs  would  be  renegotiated.  Given 
our  expected  housing  growth,  it  is  obvious  that  solid  waste  disposal  costs  will  continue  to  rise 
rapidly  in  the  future.  We  hope  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  recycling  glass  as  a  means  of 
reducing  our  tipping  fees  in  Durham. 

The  Selectmen  have  received  numerous  calls  regarding  the  dumping  of  ash  at  the  Town 
Dump.  Rollinsford  agreed  to  take  its  fair  share  of  ash  from  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste 
Coop  when  we  joined.  We  will  have  fulfilled  that  commitment  this  spring.  The  Selectmen  are 
currently  discussing  this  issue  with  the  Lamprey  Coop. 


A  new  Zenith  ZW-158  Microcomputer  has  been  purchased,  to  be  used  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
Tax  Collector  and  Bookkeeper.  This  will  be  a  tremendous  help  in  maintaining  tax  records,  ac- 
counting records,  and  general  data  files  and  analysis.  The  hardware  was  purchased  with  the 
1985  appropriation.  In  1986,  we  are  requesting  $800  to  purchase  software  required  for  uses 
just  listed. 

The  Selectmen  are  recommending  that  $2,000  be  appropriated  for  needed  renovation  to  the 
second  floor  of  the  Town  Hall.  The  Civic  Pride  Committee  has  agreed  to  contribute  $3,400 
toward  these  improvements  if  the  Town  authorizes  the  $2,000  appropriation.  We  are  concern- 
ed about  the  old  wiring  and  the  need  to  provide  additional  office  and  storage  space  as  the 
Town  grows.  The  Budget  Committee  does  not  recommend  this  appropriation  because  of  con- 
cerns of  future  use  of  the  second  floor.  Since  we  expect  to  continue  to  use  this  Town  Hall  for 
another  15  to  20  years,  the  Selectmen  firmly  believe  we  must  take  steps  to  protect  the  building 
and  find  additional  cost  effective  space.  We  believe  that  the  $2,000  appropriation  plus  the 
$3,400  donation  from  the  Civic  Pride  Fund  will  represent  a  very  cost  effective  investment.  On 
March  11th,  during  voting  hours,  the  second  floor  will  be  open  for  anyone  who  might  like' to 
go  up  for  a  quick  look. 

We  ended  last  year's  report  by  telling  you  1984  had  been  a  busy  year  and  1985  promised  to 
be  more  of  the  same.  We  were  right.  1985  was  by  far  the  busiest  year  yet.  We  again  thank  our 
Boards,  Commissions  and  Committees  for  a  job  well  done.  These  volunteers  give  105%,  and 
that's  an  awful  lot  to  expect  from  anyone.  The  least  we  can  do  is  give  them  the  pat  on  the  back 
they  deserve.  Doing  a  job  is  not  too  bad  when  you  know  it  is  appreciated. 

We  thank  our  Department  heads  for  helping  us  carry  the  load.  They're  all  doing  a  great  job. 
Members  of  the  Planning  Board  and  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  deserve  an  extra  thank  you. 
This  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  year  for  them. 

To  Joe  Lauze,  we  say  a  fond  farewell.  Joe  decided  because  he  could  not  give  the  office  of 
Selectmen  the  time  it  needs,  he  would  not  be  a  candidate  this  year.  Joe  has  given  three  terms  to 
the  Town  of  Rollinsford  and  we  thank  him  for  that,  and  wish  him  well.

HYDROELECTRIC  REPORT 

The  Town  of  Rollinsford  received  $25,000  in  1985  for  its  share  of  revenue  produced  by  the 
Hydroelectric  Power  Plant,  between  Oct.  1,  1984  and  Sept.  30,  1985.  This  was  $70,570  less 
than  the  amount  the  Town  had  received  for  the  operation  of  the  plant  during  the  same  period 
in  the  previous  year.  The  drastic  reduction  in  revenue  was  a  direct  result  of  reduced  steam  flow 
associated  with  several  months  of  dry  weather  during  1985. 

Between  Jan.  1  and  Dec.  31,  1984,  the  Hydroelectric  Plant  produced  6,694,560  KWH  of 
electricity  or  an  average  of  18,341  KWH  per  day.  In  contrast,  during  the  1985  calendar  year 
total  production  declined  to  3,564,360  KWH  or  an  average  of  9,765  KWH  per  day.  Between 
May  and  August,  the  production  was  372,400  KWH  or  only  17%  of  the  electricity  produced 
the  previous  year.  The  attached  bar  chart  shows  the  comparison  of  production  by  month  for 
1984  and  1985. 

As  a  result  of  the  revenue  decline,  the  Town  experienced  a  $25,000  shortfall  in  expected 
revenues  from  the  plant.  Although  the  production  and  revenues  were  far  below  expectations  in 
1985,  the  Selectmen  are  projecting  $50,000  of  revenue  from  the  plant  in  1986.  Electric  pro- 
duction during  the  first  quarter  of  the  1986  hydroplant  revenue  year  has  returned  to  normal 
levels. 

Article  XII  of  the  1986  Town  Warrant  requests  authorization  to  establish  a  hydroelectric 
fund  under  authority  of  RSA  362-A:7.  If  approved,  the  Selectmen  wish  to  place  any  1986 
hydroelectric  revenue  in  excess  of  $50,000  in  this  fund.  In  subsequent  years,  money  in  this 
fund  can  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  to  reduce  the  tax  rate.

This  amendment  modifies  the  'Definition'  section  of  the  Ordinance  with  updated  mean- 
ings to  the  terms  "parking  space"  and  "street",  and  the  addition  of  several  new  terms  and  their 
meanings  to  support  proposed  additions  to  the  Ordinance  designed  to  protect  the  quality  and 
source  of  water  in  Rollinsford. 

ARTICLE  III 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  2  to  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance,  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board?

This  amendment  also  sets  up  a  section  within  the  Ordinance  to  accommodate  the  defini- 
tion of  "overlay"  districts  including  the  current  "Flood  Hazard  District"  and  the  proposed  addi- 
tion of  two  additional  overlay  districts:  the  Aquifer  Conservation  District  and  the  Well  Site 
Protection  District. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  3  to  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance,  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board? 

This  amendment  modifies  the  'Use  Regulations'  section  of  the  Ordinance  and  includes 
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selected  modifications  to  specific  uses  and  concerns  their  'special  provision'  requirements,  the 
addition  of  use  control  for  hazardous  or  toxic  materials,  and  an  extensive  specification  of  'per- 
mitted' and  'prohibited'  use  development  activity  within  the  proposed  Aquifer  Conservation 
District  and  Well  Site  Protection  District. 

ARTICLE  V 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  4  to  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance,  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board? 

This  amendment  modifies  the  'Land  Space  Requirements  Table'  of  the  Ordinance  to 
prescribe  the  development  parameters  for  the  newly  proposed  Commercial  Zone  in  the 
northwest  part  of  town. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  5  to  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance,  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board? 

This  amendment  modifies  the  'Special  Provision'  section  of  the  Ordinance  to  further 
clarify  controls  to  "apartment"  development  activity,  to  prohibit  apartments  in  the  Industrial 
area  between  Front  Street  and  the  Salmon  Falls  River,  to  incorporate  additional  Federally  man- 
dated requirements  for  Mobile  Home  development  in  flood  prone  areas,  and  to  add  special 
provision  language  for  controlling  the  storage  and  maintenance  of  petroleum  products  and 
hazardous  materials. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  6  to  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance,  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board? 

This  amendment  modifies  the  'Off-Street  Parking'  section  of  the  Ordinance  with  a 
change  to  the  parking  space  size  specification  (9'  x  18'),  and  the  change  to  the  number  of  spaces 
required  for  apartments  from  IVi  to  2  per  unit. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendments  7,  8,  and  9  to  the  Town  Zoning  Or- 
dinance, as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board? 

These  amendments  incorporate  changes  to  the  'Board  of  Adjustment',  'Amendment', 
and  'Enforcement'  sections  of  the  Ordinance  as  a  result  of  revisions  of  N.H.  State  Statutes 
(RSA),  and  requirements  mandated  by  federal  flood  insurance  agency  (FEMA). 

ARTICLE  IX 

To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  X 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provision  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  for  use  as  set  off 
against  budget  appropriations  in  the  amount  indicated,  and  to  further  authorize  Selectmen  to 
make  pro-rata  reduction  in  the  amounts  if  estimated  entitlements  are  reduced  or  take  any  other 
action  thereof.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  and  lease  town  lands  to  the 
Damart  Corporation,  for  use  as  parking  spaces  for  employees  working  at  the  two  Damart  mill 
buildings  in  Rollinsford. 

ARTICLE  XII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $20,000  to  establish  a  Land  Trust  Fund.  Money  from 
this  fund  would  be  used  to  purchase  land,  buy  land  options,  or  to  purchase  development  rights 
on  land  to  be  used  for  recreation,  open  space  or  other  non-developmental  purposes. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  expend  up  to  $20,000  to  purchase 
land,  buy  land  options,  or  participate  in  the  State  Developmental  Rights  Purchase  Program,  us- 
ing monies  from  the  Land  Trust  Fund.

#83-272M,  prepared  by  Civil  Consultants  of  South  Berwick,  Me.,  dated  8-9-84),  as  Woodland 
Drive.  (BY  PETITION) 

ARTICLE  XV 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  establish  a  Hydroelectric  Fund  to  hold  a 
portion  of  the  revenue  received  from  the  Town's  hydroelectric  plant.  Fund  to  be  established 
under  authority  given  by  RSA-A:7.  (If  established,  the  Town  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of 
the  hydroelectric  fund,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  upon  orders  of  the  Selectmen,  after  the 
specified  sum  to  be  withdrawn  has  been  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  at  an  Annual  or  Special 
Town  Meeting.  Money  from  this  fund  may  be  used  for  any  purpose  for  which  the  Town  may 
appropriate  money). 

ARTICLE  XVI

(The  first  $50,000  or  any  lesser  amount  that  may  be  received  will  be  used  as  offset  against 
town  budget  expenditures). 

ARTICLE  XVII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  place  all  Hydroelectric  Plant  Revenues 
in  excess  of  $65,000  into  the  Library  Fund  and  Trust.  (First  550,000  or  lesser  amount  that 
may  be  received  will  be  used  as  offset  against  town  budget  expenses;  next  $15,000  will  be  plac- 
ed in  the  Hydro  Reserve  Fund  to  stabilize  the  annual  flow  of  revenues;  balance  of  revenue  will 
be  placed  in  the  Library  Fund  and  Trust.)  (BY  PETITION) 

ARTICLE  XVIII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,405  to  purchase  a  new  police  cruiser, 
radio,  and  installation  for  the  Police  Department. 

ARTICLE  XIX 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  $13,405  from  the  Town 
Equipment  Fund  for  payment  of  the  new  cruiser,  radio  and  installation. 

ARTICLE  XX 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,150  to  purchase  anew  1 ,000  gallon  gas 
tank  and  pump  for  the  Police  Department.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  and 
^end  Federal  or  State  Planning  Funds,  or  other  funds  that  may  become  available  to  the  Town 
in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-B. 

ARTICLE  XXIX 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Rollinsford  Planning  Board  to  prepare  a  capital  im- 
provements program  as  authorized  under  RSA  674:5. 

ARTICLE  XXX 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  oppose  the  burial,  storage,  transportation  and  production 
of  high  level  radioactive  waste  in  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  and  State  of  New  Hampshire;  and  to 
call  upon  Congress  to  conduct  an  independent  investigation  with  full  public  participation  into 
the  feasibility  and  prudence  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Energy's  (DOE)  present  plan  to  dispose 
of  radioactive  waste  and  into  the  DOE's  competence  to  carry  out  such  a  plan.  (BY  REQUEST 
OF  N.H.  RADIOACTIVE  WASTE  INFORMATION  NETWORK  AND  BY  PETITION). 

ARTICLE  XXXI 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

TOWN  OF  ROLLINSFORD 
POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1985 

The  year  1985  was  a  budgetary  disaster  for  the  Police  Department.  In  February,  a  United 
States  Appeals  Court  decided  that  all  municipal  workers,  including  police  and  fire  personnel, 
were  entitled  to  time  and  a  half  compensation  for  work  over  forty  hours.  The  Department  was 
on  a  45  hour  work  week.  This  meant  that  all  that  time  had  to  come  from  the  1985  Budget.  In 
addition,  under  the  guidelines  sent  to  us,  the  Sergeant  had  to  be  removed  from  Salary  and  plac- 
ed on  hourly  wage.  Further,  he  was  entitled  to  time  and  a  half  compensation.  Finally,  and 
perhaps  most  painfully,  the  law  prohibited  the  donation  of  time  by  the  officers.  This  coupled 
with  a  balky  cruiser,  left  several  programs  without  funds,  and  abandoned.

To  accomplish  this,  there  were  4,762  cruiser  responses  and  2,254  investigations.  These 
figures  show  a  17%  increase  over  the  calls  of  1984.  1984  showed  a  20%  increase  over  1983.  If 
1986  gives  us  a  12%  increase  or  higher,  this  will  be  a  fifty  percent  increase  in  activity  in  three 
years,  while  the  population  of  the  Town  has  only  increased  9.2%  over  the  same  period.  What 
is  happening  is  that  the  individual  officers  are  having  to  pickup  an  ever  increasing  work  load, 
which  is  increasing  their  frustration  level,  and  also  increasing  their  stress. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  of  the  Town,  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  and  all  the  various  boards  and  committees  for  their  assistance  throughout  the 
year.  I  would  especially  like  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  Department  for  the  professional  man- 
ner in  which  they  conducted  themselves.

aVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT  -  1985 

The  Basic  Emergency  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Rollinsford,  was  implemented  on  September  27, 
1985,  when  Hurricane  Gloria  started  up  the  East  Coast  of  the  United  States.  At  3:00  p.m.  on 
that  date,  augmented  police  patrols  were  commenced,  along  with  the  Fire  Department  mann- 
ing of  their  station.  The  Emergency  Operations  Center  was  activated  at  the  Town  Hall,  and  re- 
mained active  until  approx.  6:00  p.m.  when  the  town  lost  power.  Due  to  the  lack  of  dispatch 
capabilities,  and  power  in  the  Town  Hall,  the  EOC  terminated  activities. 

Prior  to  the  1986  Budget  Process,  it  was  learned  that  the  Fire  Department  had  a  lOKW 
generator  in  the  station,  and  that  this  generator  was  fully  operational,  and  only  required  some 
wiring  changes  at  the  Fire  Station  to  give  the  Town  and  the  Fire  Department  an  independent 
source  of  power.  The  Budget  Committee  recommended  that  the  Town  needed  no  such 
capability.

1985  ROLLINSFORD  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

Surely,  1985  will  have  seemed  one  of  the  busiest  years  ever  to  occupy  the  Planning  Board. 

Major  land  development  activities,  including  no  less  than  eight  (8)  subdivision  proposals  and 
two  (2)  apartment  site  review  projects  were  initiated  or  processed.  The  subdivision  activity 
resulted  in  the  creation  of  sixty  (60)  lots  from  an  original  seven  (7),  reflecting  substantial 
growth  activity  for  this  community.  The  projects  included  lot  partitions  by  O'Connell  (3), 
Valliere  (repeat  4),  Norton  (2),  Dionne  (2),  Roberts  (43),  Emerson  (4),  and  Roberts  (2).  The 
apartment  site  reviews  were  for  Sunningdale  (4)  and  Flynn  (6). 

The  Master  Plan  review  and  update  process  is  still  in  progress.  The  Board  wishes  to  express 
its  appreciation  to  the  several  volunteer  who  agreed  to  serve  on  the  review  committees,  and 
their  chairpersons,  K.  Staines  and  R.  Aikman.  Preliminary  reports  from  these  committees  have 
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been  generated  and  will  be  compiled  and  reviewed  during  1986. 

A  Zoning  Ordinance  revision  package  was  initiated  to  address  concerns  relative  to  the  pro- 
tection of  town  water  resources,  and  to  alleviate  other  problem  issues  arising  from  past 
development  activities.  These  will  be  presented  for  public  hearing  and  town  consideration  at 
the  1986  Town  Meeting. 

Board  changes  during  1985  include  the  re-appointment  of  Karen  Weston  for  a  second  term 
on  the  Board.  The  Chairman  wishes  to  thank  the  dedicated  and  invaluable  service  given  by  the 
members  of  the  Board.

LIBRARY  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  REPORT  1985 

The  original  establishment  of  a  Library  Board  of  Trustees  was  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
the  legal  mechanism  for  the  administration  and  monitoring  of  funds  collected  and  accumulated 
for  a  public  library.  The  overwhelming  sentiment  of  the  majority  of  Townspeople  at  that  time 
was  that  a  library  would  be  acceptable  only  insofar  as  it  presented  no  negative  impact  upon  the 
tax  rate.  The  present  direction  of  the  Board  renjains  consistent  with  the  original  statement  of 
purpose  and  intent. 

Now,  the  Library  Board  comes  before  the  Town  and  requests  that  the  library  become  a  per- 
manent line  item  in  the  budget  with  a  zero  amount  appropriation.  The  reason  for  this  request 
is:  Since  1983  our  Town  has  benefitted  from  revenues  generated  by  the  hydroelectric  project. 
These  revenues  are  directly  tied  to  the  abundance  or  stringentness  of  nature  and  are  as  consis- 
tent as  our  New  England  weather.  We  wish  to  propose  that  during  the  bountiful  years  of  hydro 
revenues,  a  fraction  of  that  bounty  be  earmarked  for  the  capital  development  fund  for 
building/rebuilding  our  library. 

Over  the  years,  it  has  seemed  that  Rollinsford  will  one  day  have  a  library  only  through  an 
'Act  of  God".  Perhaps! 
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In  any  event,  this  is  not  intended  as  a  measure  to  "get  in  the  back  door"  or  "shove"  a  library 
at  a  resistant  majority.  It  is  intended  to  set  in  place  a  system  for  collecting  funds  from  the  most 
appropriate  source:  Our  own  resources.  It  is  further  intended  to  allow  this  collection  of  funds 
with  no  increase  in  taxes. 

We  hope  you  will  support  this  request  with  good  faith  for  our  future.

This  option  was  considered 
because  we  thought  it  would  be  a  solution  to  two  town  problems:  Our  books  would  bring  the 
school  library  up  to  state  standards  and  the  town  would  have  access  to  the  many  books  we 
have  in  storage. 

The  materials  are  in  storage  to  open  a  small  library  but  not  the  means.  Even  a  small  library 
would  open  a  whole  world  to  our  community.  We  would  have  access  to  a  vast  assortment  of 
state  information  as  well  as  the  use  of  the  UNH  library.  A  library  would  serve  educational  pur- 
poses as  well  as  provide  social  and  historical  advantages. 

Again  this  year  we  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Paul  Kohl  for  his  faithfulness  in  his  financial  contribu- 
tions. His  faith  in  our  goal  for  a  town  library  has  reinforced  our  belief  that  one  day  the  doors 
will  open  at  a  Rollinsford  Public  Library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LAMPREY  REGIONAL 
SOLID  WASTE  COOPERATIVE 

The  Directors  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  are  pleased  to  report  that 
the  incinerator /energy  recovery  plant  located  on  the  University  of  Nev\f  Hampshire  campus  is 
operating  on  a  continuous  twenty-four  hour,  seven  day  a  week  schedule. 

The  day-to-day  operation  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Cooperative's  Ad- 
ministrator, under  the  general  supervisory  control  of  the  three  member  Operations  Committee 
from  the  Joint  Board  of  Directors.  The  plant  personnel,  in  addition  to  the  administrator,  in- 
cludes two  mechanics,  a  truck  driver,  two  daily  shifts  of  12  hours  each  involving  8  persons, 
plus  daily  clean-up  crew  and  the  secretary.  This  organization  operates  the  incinerator  system, 
maintains  records,  and  coordinates  with  the  University's  Power  Plant  staff  to  monitor  the 
boiler  and  steam  production  elements  of  the  plant.  The  Cooperative's  organization  also 
handles  the  collection  of  refuse  from  the  transfer  stations  of  five  communities,  and  handles  the 
ash  removal  and  its  transfer  to  the  landfill  site. 

During  1985,  the  Cooperative  purchased  a  new  Mack  chassis  with  roll-on  capability  to  han- 
dle the  ash  containers  and  the  Canisters  from  the  five  communities  with  transfer  stations. 

The  decline  in  the  price  of  oil  during  the  past  year  was  of  course  welcomed  by  home  owners 
and  business  operators,  however,  the  price  drop  significantly  reduced  the  income  of  the 
Cooperative  for  the  sale  of  steam  to  the  University,  as  the  revenue  from  steam  is  controlled  by 
the  price  of  fuel  oil.  Some  unexpected  maintenance  items,  coupled  wth  the  plant  being  shut 
down  for  two  weeks,  during  which  the  University  had  the  area  between  the  plant  and  the 
recently  relocated  fire  station  regraded  and  paved,  also  reduced  the  Cooperative's  revenue  from 
the  sale  of  steam. 

The  rubbish  from  member  communities  increased  by  9.375%  in  1985  over  that  of  1984. 

A  major  problem  to  be  resolved  during  1986  will  be  to  locate  an  approved  site  for  ash 
disposal.  The  regulatory  agencies  have  rather  arbitrarily  taken  the  position  that  the  ash  must  be 
disposed  of  within  a  secure  landfill.

To  the  Residents  of  the  District: 

The  1986-87  proposed  school  district  budget  shows  the  realization  of  a  goal  established  by 
the  school  board  to  substantially  reduce  the  budget  increase  from  the  previous  year.  As  has 
been  true  in  the  past,  the  highest  increases  in  the  budget  come  from  regular  and  special  needs 
tuition /transportation,  SAU/ District  costs,  and  again,  a  budget  deficit  in  the  special  needs  tui- 
tion account  ($17,324)  reflecting  rate  increases  and  more  expensive  out-of-district  placements. 
The  total  increase  for  these  accounts  is  $42,833  with  a  budget  impact  of  4.25%. 

Grade  school  instruction  and  operation  accounts  show  a  $5,113  increase  with  a  budget  im- 
pact of  .50%,  a  small  increase  compared  to  other  parts  of  the  budget.  This  increase  reflects  a 
board  priority  to  upgrade  the  school  library  and  an  increase  in  insurance  costs. 

The  third  area  of  increase  is  the  result  of  the  negotiated  agreement  with  our  teaching  staff. 
The  board  feels  that  we  must  continue  to  keep  our  salaries  competitive  with  surrounding 
districts.  New  teachers  are  not  entering  the  work  place  in  large  numbers  as  was  true  in  the  past 
and  it  is  important  that  existing  teachers  be  retained.  The  dollar  increase  of  $21 ,375  represents 
a  budget  impact  of  2.13%. 

The  board  was  able  to  combine  the  $50,000  from  capital  improvements  notes  with  an 
energy  grant  of  $13,015  for  a  total  of  $63,015  available  for  grade  school  improvements.  A 
summary  expenditure  to  date  is  included  on  the  next  page. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  a  total  budget  increase  of  $69,231,  (6.89%),  $29,828  (2.88%)  is 
federal  or  state  mandated.  This  leaves  an  increase,  without  these  mandates,  of  $39,493  with  a 
budget  impact  of  3.93%.  The  board  has  tried  to  keep  increases  to  a  minimum  and  provide  a 
quality  educational  program  for  our  young  residents,  the  future  leaders  of  our  town,  state,  and 
nation.  Many  thanks  to  the  taxpayers  in  Rollinsford  for  their  continued  support.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining,  individual  fund 
and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  RoUinsford  School  District  as  of  and  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1985,  as  listed  in  the  accompanying  table  of  contents.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  RoUinsford  School  District  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1985,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  December  2,  1985.  As 
part  of  our  examination,  we  made  a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  School  District's  system  of  in- 
ternal accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  re- 
quired by  generally  accepted  government  auditing  standards.  The  purpose  of  our  study  and 
evaluation  was  to  determine  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  the  auditing  procedures  necessary 
for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  School  District's  financial  statements.  Our  study  and  evalua- 
tion was  more  limited  than  would  be  necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  iternal 
accounting  control  taken  as  a  whole. 

The  management  of  the  RoUinsford  School  District  is  responsible  for  establishing  and  main- 
taining a  system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and 
judgements  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of 
control  procedures.  The  objectives  of  a  system  are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable  but 
not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  dis- 
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position,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization 
and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control,  errors  or  ir- 
regularities may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of 
the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate 
because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may 
deteriorate.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Rollinsford  School  District  as  of 
and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1985,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  December  2, 
1985.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  government  auditing 
standards,  the  provisions  of  "Standards  for  Audit  of  Governmental  Organizations,  Programs, 
Activities  and  Functions",  promulgated  by  the  Comptroller  General,  which  pertain  to  financial 
and  compliance  audits;  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  "Major  Compliance  Features 
of  Programs  Administered  by  State  and  Local  Governments"  (the  approved  compliance  supple- 
ment); and,  except  as  described  in  the  following  paragraphs,  provisions  of  Office  of  Manage- 
ment and  Budget  (OMB)  Circular  A-102,  "Uniform  Administrative  Requirements  for  Grants- 
In-Aid  to  State  and  Local  Governments",  Attachment  P,  "Audit  Requirements"  and  the 
Guidelines  for  Financial  and  Compliance  Audits  of  Federally  Assisted  Programs  (Guidelines), 
and  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  pro- 
cedures as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  cirsumstances. 

The  reporting  objectives  for  compliance  audits  contained  in  the  Guidelines  suggest  an  ex- 
amination of  all  transactions  for  compliance  purposes,  as  opposed  to  the  selective  testing  re- 
quired by  Attachment  P;  therefore,  we  have  followed  the  reporting  objectives  of  Attachment  P. 
In  addition,  the  Guidelines  do  not  provide  sufficient  guidance  for  determining  the  represen- 
tative number  of  charges  to  be  examined  and  performing  the  procedures  to  ascertain  com- 
pliance. Accordingly,  we  utilize  other  materials  as  supplements  in  those  areas. 

Attachment  P  requires  that  the  examination  include  a  determination  of  whether  the  Federal 
financial  reports  (including  financial  status  reports,  cash  reports,  and  claims  for  advances  and 
reimbursements)  prepared  by  the  Rollinsford  School  District  contain  accurate  and  reliable 
financial  data.  We  have  been  informed  that  OMB  interprets  the  phrase  "accurate  and  reHable 
financial  data"  to  mean  that  the  Federal  financial  reports  present  the  underlying  financial  data 
of  the  grants  within  limits  that  are  reasonable  and  practicable  to  attain  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. 
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In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  matters  that  might  have  come  to  our  attention  had  our  ex- 
amination encompassed  the  provisions  of  the  Guidelines  referred  to  in  the  second  preceding 
paragraph,  for  the  tested  operations  and  records,  the  RolHnsford  School  District  complied  with 
the  material  terms  and  conditions  of  its  Federal  grants,  contracts  and  agreements,  and  the 
tested  Federal  financial  reports  present  the  underlying  financial  data  of  the  grants  within  the 
limits  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

Further,  based  upon  our  examination  and  the  procedure  referred  to  above  and  except  for  the 
matters  that  might  have  come  to  our  attention  had  our  examination  encompased  the  provisions 
of  the  Guidleines  referred  to  in  the  second  preceding  paragraph,  and  except  as  noted  below, 
nothing  came  to  our  attention  to  indicate  that  the  Rollinsford  School  District  had  not  complied 
with  the  compliance  matters  referred  to  above,  and  the  Federal  financial  reports  do  not  present 
the  underlying  financial  data  of  the  grants  within  the  limits  described  in  the  preceding 
paragraph. 

Federal  Projects  Fund 

The  following  instances  of  non-compliance  were  noted  during  our  audit  test  of  project 
56124.0. 

1)  Sufficient  documentation  was  not  available  for  the  following  expenditure  charged  to  the 
project. 

Date  Amount  Vendor /Payee         Reason 

September  20,  1984  $100  Nan  Dozier  Programming  Services  Provided 

2)  There  was  no  indication  that  charges  to  the  project  were  approved  by  the  designated  project 
manager.  Conditions  of  the  grant  require  that  no  services  or  supplies  will  be  ordered  without 
the  written  approval  of  the  project  manager,  and  no  charges  will  be  recorded  to  the  project  ac- 
count which  are  not  supported  by  such  approval. 

3)  We  noted  that  project  applications  and  invoices  supporting  disbursements  were  not  filed  in 
the  project  folders  as  specified  by  the  Federal  Funds  financial  management  manual. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  the  management  of  the  Rollinsford  School  District  intends  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  correct  the  above  noted  exceptions. 

Food  Service  Fund 

Our  review  of  the  Food  Service  Fund  disclosed  that  the  School  District  has  net  cash  resources 
on  hand  at  June  30,  1985,  in  excess  of  three  months  average  expenditures,  contrary  to  Na- 
tional School  Lunch  Program  regulations  and  without  approval  from  the  State  Agency.  The 
amount  is  computed  as  follows: 

Net  cash  resources  $11,828 

Three  months  average  expenditures  9,551 

Excess  net  cash  resources  $   2,277 

If  such  resources  exceed  three  months  average  expenditures,  the  State  may  require  the  School 
District  to  1 )  reduce  the  children's  prices  2)  improve  quality  or  3)  take  some  action  designed  to 
improve  the  food  service.  If  the  State  does  not  choose  one  of  these  options,  then  it  must  adjust 
the  reimbursement  rates  for  the  School  Food  Service. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  the  Rollinsford  School  District  and  the  cognizant 
audit  agency  and  should  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.
